neighbor, has prospered so amazingly 
u nd er ou r benign ru le that Cu ba looks 
toward statehood herself. 
Cu ba’s nat­ 
u ral resou rces are being d ev eloped 
largely by American capital; and u n­ 
d er American sov ereignty , as it were, 
a still greater prosperity will be as­ 
su red when complete control is had . 
There is an agricu ltu ral bu reau that 
is flood ing America with literatu ro, 
and settlers from the States are sou ght 
to reclaim from riotou s natu re the 
millions of acres in rich soil now heav ­ 
ily cu mbered with forests and a tropi­ 
cal ju ngle. 
Land s that were u nd er 
cu ltiv ation u p to the recent war soon 
grew u p in a wild erness and mu st be 
cleared 
anew, 
so 
lu x u riant 
is 
the 
growth of tree and plant life. 
There 
are sev eral small Settlements where 
Americans are engaged in growing 
tomatoes, onions, etc. 
Irrigation is 
•pretty generally requ ired , bu t if prop­ 
erly prov id ed three and fou r crops can 
be gu aranteed . 
The soil is so rich 
that su gar-cane need not be replanted 
as in the States, bu t y ield s crop after 
crop for ten or fifteen y ears before 
ru nning ou t. 
Cane cu ltu re, tobacco 
and orange growing are great inter­ 
ests in the island . 
Improv ed method s 
in the cu ltiv ation and care of pine­ 
apples hav e met with gratify ing’ re­ 
su lts. 
Bee-keeping is d estined to be 
a profitable ind u stry also. 
Stock-rais­ 
ing is beset with great d ifficu lties in 
Cu ba, howev er, and it will be many 
y ears before satisfactory resu lts may 
be looked for. 
I find that fear of tor­ 
nad oes is the greatest terror old resi­ 
d ents ex perience. 
These d istu rbances 
occu r at certain seasons of the y ear 
and often wipe ou t of ex istence great 
estates 
If the cou ntry ev er fills u p with 
Americans these settlers mu st come 
from California or the sou thern tier 
of states. 
Most certainly farm ers and 
fru it-growers 
from 
the 
mid d le and 
northern states wou ld be pretty su re 
to make a d ecid ed failu re in following 
their u su al av ocations here. 
The^sci- 
ence of farming and fru it growing and 
tru ck gard ening wou ld hav e to be 
learned all ov er again. 
By personal observ ation I fou nd the 
soil not any more prod u ctiv e than 
the land s of sou th Alabama or west 
Florid a. 
In fact, the hogs that su pply 
Hav ana and all the other cities come 
from the farm s abou t Mobile and Pen­ 
sacola. and most of them are of the 
long, lean “razor-back” v ariety that 
ru n wild in their nativ e cou ntry .
